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1 . This Office communication is in response to applicant's response filed December 
5, 2006. 

2. In response to applicant's argument on page 2, paragraph #4 that Oishi "fails to 
teach that the first coupling portion is locked to a second coupling portion by sliding the 
door handle", the examiner takes the position that (1) the claimed language fails to 
provide adequate structural limitations to the claim in order to be distinguished from the 
prior art of record; the pending claims are apparatus/article claims, thus claims directed 
to an apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure, and (2) as 
stated in the Office action mailed September 5, 2006, Oishi meets the claimed 
limitations of first and second coupling portions, wherein the first coupling portion is 
locked to the second coupling portions by sliding the door handle 5 (please note that the 
claimed language fails to define the door having a plane and the door handle slides 
along this plane to lock the first coupling portion to the second coupling portion.) 

3. In response to applicant's argument on page 2, paragraph #4 that "JJ]he element 
identified by the Examiner as the 'sliding guide' is simply a cutout in the door", the 
examiner takes the position that, as shown in the examiner's annotated figure 4 of Oishi 
attached to the Office action mailed September 5, 2006, element 5 is a door handle; 
thus, the sliding guide is NOT a cutout in the door as alleged by the applicant. 

4. In response to applicant's argument on page 3, paragraph #3 that "claim 2 is 
patentable because Oishi fails to teach or suggest the supporting bracket is formed with 
supporters at opposite ends thereof and/or the door handle is formed with the sliding 
guide to support the supporters while sliding", the examiner takes the position that, as 
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shown in the examiner's annotated figure 4(c) of Oishi attached to the Office action 
mailed September 5, 2006, the supporting bracket shown in Fig 4(c) including 
"supporters" at opposite ends thereof, and annotated figure 4(c) including sliding guide 
to support the supporters while sliding.
